President Cleveiand Has comethiag to Bay 
to the Cattle Monop-liets.

Wherea:, To securely maintain this beneficient 
purpose, a statute was passed by the congress of 
the United States, on the 25th day of february, in 
the year 1855, which declared to be unlawful all 
inclosures ofany public lands in any state or 
territory, toany of which land included within 
faid inclosures, the person, party, association or 
corporaticn, making or controlling such inelos. 
ure, bad no claim or color of title,made or acu uir 
ed in good faith, or an aiserted right thereto, 
by or under claim made in good faith, with a view 
to the entry thereof at the proper land office, and 
which statutes also prohibited any person by 
force, threats, intimidation or by any fencing or 
jnuclosure or other unlawful means, from prevent-

THE BEST IN YEARS. 


THE COTTON REACHBS A HIGHER 
POINT THAN IN TEN YBSARS. 


Reports ‘From All Sides Support the Expectation 
of an Immense Orop.—The Returns to the 
Depertment of 4griculture in Washing- 
ton—The Averages of the States. 


Wasurnotox, August 10.—The returns of 
the department of agriculture make a slight 
improvement of the condition of cotton on the 
firstof August, the general average being 
964, point only once exceeded in the August 
returns of ten years, in 1880. The average in 
August, 1882, was 94, and only South Caro- 
lina and Alabama exceeded their present fig- 
ures. The state averages are as follows: 
Virginia 95, North Carolina 92, South Caro- 
lina 96, Georgia 100, Florida 99, Alabama 95, 
Mississippi 101, Louisiana 100, Texas 91, Ar- 
kansas Tennessee 97. South Carolina 
Louisiana and Tennessee have made no 
change. Florida has gained four points, 
Georgia and Alabama three, Mississippi two 
and Arkansas one. North Carolina has lost 
oneand Virginia three. The crop has a slight 
disadvantage. It is a few days late, especially 
in the Atlantic states. There has been little 
damage from drought, rains or insects. A few 
reports irom Texas and occasionally one from 
more eastern states indicate a lack 

The larger number is the 
states, including a few 
in Texas, mention an excess of mofsture, 
which is injurious, in the flat lands. The 
shedding of forms and bolls with rust and 
blight are much less prevalent than usual. 
The caterpillar has as yet done no damage, 
though reported in severa! counties in South 
Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Louisiana and 
Texas. itis rarein Mississippi and not re- 
ported in Arkansas and Tennessee. 
THE GRAIN CROPS. 

The following is the agricultural bureau’s 
resume of the grain crops: Corn has made 
improvements since the last report. The 
average stands four points lower than the 
standard of full condition, and indicates a 
yield, with reasonable moisture and favoring 
temperature hereafter, of twenty-six to 
twenty-seven bushels per acre. The average 
for August of-1884 was the same, but fel! 
three points in the sixty days following, 
when the yield was twenty-six bushels. In 
1879 the average for August was ninety-nine, 
and the ultimate yield, as reperted by the 
census, Was twenty-eight bushels. The in- 
crease has been two points in New York, threo 
in Virginia, North Carolina one, Georgia two, 
Alabama one, Michigan five, Illinois 
four, Missouri two, Kansas seven, 
Nebraska three, and Iowa nine. 
There has been a slight decline in Pena- 
syivania, Maryland, South Carolina, Tennes- 
see, Texas, Kentucky, Ohio and Indiana. In 
the seven corn surplus states, the averages are: 
Ohio 96, Indiana 95, Illinois 94, Iovwg 101, 
Nebraska 100, Missouri 89, Kansas 90. Th 
c )rrespondents report a drouth in some places, 
an excess of rain in others, but well-drained 
and deeply-cultivated land has suffered little 
from the drouth or supersaturation. The 
meteorlogical conditions have beon generally 
favorable. The prospect has not been ex- 
ceeded since 1880. 

THE WHEAT CROP. 

The mcicot aad but weather fulluewing ne 
16th of July has caused ‘some damage to 
spring wheat in the northwest, mainly in 
Wisconsin and Minnesota. While it is gen- 
erally noticed, iis eflects are variously report- 
ed, prominent counties returning from 100 
down to 85, and in a few cases down to 60 and 
48 in the case of Pierce county, Wisconsin. 
Most of the great wheat counties 
in Minnesota report averages from 
75 «6to «690, though Dodge returns only 
fifty.

THE OTHER CROPS. 

The average for oats has declined from 97 to 
96, which is four points higher than in August 
oflast year. Rye averages 94, showing con- 
tinued improvement since the first of June. 
Barley stands as in the last report at 92, which 
indicates about an average crop for any series 
of five orten years. There is an incroase in 
the area ot buckwheat, andthe condition av- 
erages 95. A medium crop of hay is assured 
by average 93. Tobacco makes a general av- 
erageof 91. The average for potatoes is 95, 
egainst 97 Jast month. 

THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 

Lonpoy, August 10.—The Mark Lane Ex- 
press, in its review of the British grain trade, 
during the past week, says the average tem- 
perature has been equal to that of the pre. 
ceding week. There have been thunder

Germen Interference in Zanzibar Discredited— 
Business to be Brought Before Parliament-- 
Zhe Progress of the Cholera in Spain 
and France-Other News Items, 


Lonpox, August 10.—Robert Bourke, under- 
secretary for foreign affairs, stated in the 
house of commons this afternoon that advices 
in possession of the government did not con- 
firm the reports of the alleged German annex- 
ations in Zanzibar, but, on the contrary, 
showed that the chiefs of the various districts 
remained steadfast in their loyalty to the sul- 
tan. 

_ dir Micheal Hicks Beach, chancellor of the 
exchequer, announced that the government 
were still uncertain as to when parliament 


would be prorogued, as they hoped to proceed 
this session with a bill for the housing of the 
oor, and with the Irish land purchase bill. 

e further announced that he would, on 
Thursday next, move a vote of thanks to the 
amy and navy for their services in Egypt. 

Sir Richard Cross, home secretary, this 
afternoon moved in the house of commons the 
second reading of the bill forthe housing of 
the poor, and stated thatthe object of the 
measure was to prevent the overcrowding of 
— in dwellings, and also overcrowding of 

ouses within particular areas. He added 
that the government intended to place the 
great prison of the metropolis outside London, 
end utilizing their present sites for the con- 
struction thereon of artisan’s dwellings. 

Lord Iddesleigh, first lord of the treasury, 
moved in the house ot lords this afternoon, 
that tle peers approvethe proposed appoint- 
ment of a commission to inquire into the causs 
of the present depression in British trade. He 
said the proposed commission intended to 
ascertain, if possible, what were the actual 
facts respecting the depression, and to inquire 
into the causes of it, and report its 
finding to parliament, without formulating 
apy trade policy. The commission would be 
composed of men best able to make the de- 
sired inquiries. There had been great com- 
plaint concerning the depression in British 
trade in recent years, and he hoped the lords 
would sanction the appointment of a com- 
mission. 

Earl Granville opposed the appointment of 
the proposed commission, reiterating his ar- 
gument that by appointing it the government 
would encourage the public in the faise belief 
that parliament could by legislatiog remedy 
the evils complained of. 

‘The house of lords has agreed to the amend- 
ments to the criminal bill adopted by the 
house of commons.

Sir Charles Dilke spoke in the debate and 
was received with cheers. The house then 
went into committee on the purchase bill.

Itexpresses unbounded 
admiration for the conduct of the American 
people concerning the burial of General Grant, 
and pronounces the burial a “‘spontaneous out- 
burst of national admiration and gratitude, 
which although it can do nothing for its actual 
object, is pot theretore the less to be commend- 
ed.” In conclusion the Times says: “*No other 
nation and no former period could have afford- 
ed the material for such procession as that of 
Satutday, or even the physical conditions 
which enabled its members to come together.’, 


The Esthusiasm in Herat. 

TrneRAN, Persia, August 10.—A letter re- 
ceived here from Herat, dated July 30th last, 
states that the Heratese are buying and storing 
large quantities of grain. Italso says that two 
thousand men are engaged constantly in the 
work of repairing the forts and erecting great 
bastions. The writer asserts that there is 
great enthusiasm among the citizens and de- 
termined resolution to defend the city from 
Russian attacks. 

The Afghan boundary commission are nine 
miles west of Herat, buying mules and camels. 
A letter from Askabad has the following: “The 
Russian railway to this place will be com- 
pleted by October 1.

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THE OLD BACHELORS’ TAX BILL 
The bill introduced in the Georgia legisla- 
ture to levy a special tax of $2500n each 
bachelor over thirty years of age is attracting 
deserved atiention in other states. 4ne ew 
York Mail and xpress, for instance, in no- 


ticing the introduction of this measure, de- 
clares that ‘the empire state of the south is 
showing, in more than one direction, an abil- 
ity to meet emergencies by legislation that 
entitles it already to a high place among 
models of self-government.’’ 

That this praise is well deserved we s! 
not pretend to deny. But our esteemed 
temporary sees, or thinks it sees, a grea 
fect in the billin the disproportion between 
the offense and the punishment. It says: 

A confirmed bachelor will reason thatit is much 
better to pay a fine of $2 50 every year than to pay 
from $250 to $2,500 every year for the support of a 
wife. We would suggest, therefore, asa good 
amendment, thata tax be imposed df as much 
money as it would take for each respective bach- 
elorto maintain a wifein the style in which he 
himself habitually lives. This, we thinks, is the 
only way to effect surely the object had in view. 
Perhaps, considering the attractiveness of south- 
ern girls, half that amount would suffice in Geor 
gia. but there aresome states, we are confident, 
where the whole amount would be found neces- 
eary. 

This is very suggestive, and in some states, 
eepecially in the effete communities of the 
east, would be well worth considering; but 
far be it from the purpose of the great com- 
monwealth of Georgia to press to its passage 
a law which would be effectual in compell- 
ing unmarried men over thirty years of age 
to impose themselves on the single ladies, 
Imagine the injustice of a law that would 
have the effect of compelling a number of 
bald-headed and thing-legged individuals to 
insult the single ladies of Georgia by offering 
to marry them.

LABOR-SAVING HAND LOOMS. 

The Springfield Republican, in a long ar- 
ticle on Liberia, in reference to Edward >. 
Morris, a wealthy member of the Society of 
Friends of Philadelphia, says: 

He bas done much munificent workin and for 
Liberia, and has just madea new giftto the wo- 
men there and elsewhere in Africa by periecting 

and machines for ginning, spinning and weav- 
ing cotton. His new gin and loom, to be operated 
by two men, will do as much work inone day as 
twenty men can doin six days by the old process. 
To the colored people of America, as wellas ol 
Africa, Mr. Morris offers to accept raw cotton in 
exchange for the mschines on very favorable 
terms, paying the freight himself on cotton aud 
machines from and to any port or railway station 
within the limits of the United States. * 

This isa very fine. proposition, and one 
that the colored people of the south would 
take advantage of if they were in 4 position 
todo so. Itis to be hoped that Mr. Morris 
will give the white peopleof the southa 
chance at his loom on similar terms. There 
are many portions of Georgia, and Ssome of 
them not very remote from the affairs and 
influences that the northern people persist 
in calling civilization, where the old-fasbion- 
ed spinning wheel and the old-fashioned 
loom are still employed in making cloth- 
checked goods, and the best and most 
durable jeans in the world. 

These looms and these methods will bein 
vegue for many years to come, unlessan im- 
proved loem is introduced, for women in the 
country must have something to do. They 
do not have the social advantages and incli- 
nations of the women intown. Time hangs 
heavy on their hands when th2y are unem- 
ployed, and this is the reason the old-fash- 
iored joom holds its place. It would prob- 
ably pay Friend Morris to shipsome of his 
labor-saving looms to Georgia.

Captain Tip Harrison; of the governor's office, 
knows more good war stories than any other man 
in Atlanta. A day or two ago he gave a crowd the 
benefit of this one: 

‘Talk about scared yankees, the worst scared 
yankee I ever saw wasat Mine Run, Meade had 
come over and looked at our breastworks, and 
finding it unadvisable to attack us,slipped back 
across the Rappahannock. We were advancing 
and some firing was going on, and one of the 
federal skirmishers, to escape danger; 
crawied into a coal kiln where 
some body had + been burning 
charcoal, By crouching close down in the dust he 
was in a very snug place—at least a snug place for 
asoldier unused tocomforts. Now, we had along 
with us a fellow named Spivey, who could out 
bellow any mortal man that I ever come across. 
He was with the Twenty-sixth Georgia, and was 
known farand wide as the Twenty-sixth bull. | 
have heard him holler five miles on a still morn- 
ing. When the boys came up to this coal-kiln they 
looked in and there lay the little yank, trembling 
with fright. He was ordered out, and 
when he emerged from that coal- 
kiln he presented the most comical 
spectacle that I ever gazed upon. He was liter- 
ally covered with charcoal dust and was blacker 
than your hat, while perspiration made the dust 
stick to his face. The soldiers crowded around 
him and laughed heartily at his ridiculous ap- 
pearance. Colonel Atkinson came up and found 
the fellow begging for mercy. Spivey was near 
by and Colonel Atkinson calledto him: ‘Here 
Spivey, come up here and show this yank how a 
rebel can yell.’ Spivey came and planted himself 
before the little yankee, already trembling with 
fright. He braced himself and began to bellow and 
of all the noises that ever came from 
a man’s lungs, the thunders of the Twenty sixth 
bull that day were the worst. Beliow after bellow 
an (roar after roar madethe air quake and the 
hills echo and re-echo.

Dr. Bond, the member of the house [from De- 
Kalb, ischarman of the committee on the asy- 
lum for the insane, and during the recess visited 
the asylum with the committee. A very impor: 
tant report bas been made, based on what they 
learned at the asylum. ‘‘We recommend,” said 
Dr. Bond, ‘‘that the incurable lunatics who are 
harinless be sent back to the counties from which 
they came, in order to make room for those who 
are Clamoring for admission and who stand a 
chance to have theirreasonu restored, There are 
about three hundred of the imbeciles and incura- 
bles who are not dangerous, They could be cared 
for as well in the poor houses asin the asylum. A 
person should be sent to the asylum as soon asthe 
first symptoms of insanity are detected. Thereis 
then much greater chance of cure than if delay is 
occasioned. In such instances the percentage of 
cures is very large, but notso when the cases be- 
come chronic. There are two or three hundred 
insane people now waiting admission, and to de- 
lay it is simply to make them permanent burdens 
upon the people, tosay nothing of the humane 
side of the question. 
as itought to be, or at leastit will be, as soon as 
the present improvements are completed. There 
are now 1251 inmates, three or four 
hundred of whom are colored. The water supply 
atthe asylum is inadequate, and the committee 
recommend the boring Of an artesian well and the 
appropriation of ten thousand dollars for that 
purpose. Freedom and the right to own property 
have broughta new trouble to the colored people. 
Up to within a few years past there were no cases 
of moral insanity among the negroes—that is, in- 
Sanity caused by thesloss of property. Now there 
are many such cases. A negro loses his little home 
or his horse dies or some other joss, small in the 
public estimation but great to him, comes upon 
him and dethroves his reason. Dr. Bond 
says the experse of the asylum is thirty-five cents 
per capita per day. Dr. Poweli’s salary as super- 
intendent is +2,500 a year, which the committee 
considered too smal! for so responsible a position. 
They do not recommend au increase, but recom- 
mend that the doctor’s family be fed at the state's 
table, and thata pairof horses that he keeps be 
fed by the state, 

A loca! philosopher said yesterday: ‘“‘When the 
reporters want to pay a delicate compliment toa 
man—abd especially a legislator—they refer to 
him as the clear-headed member from so and-so. 
Now tbat is the yery highest compliment that could 
possibly be paid toa man’s ability. It means that 
he will not make any mistakes on apy question 
that he is called upon to decide, and that he 
knows absolutely what he isabont. Itis avery 
rare thing to find a really clear-headed man.’’ 

“Who are some of the clear headed menof the 
house?’’ 

“Even with sucha nice definition of the word 
there area number of clear-headed men in the 
house. I think Speaker Little is one, and Turner, 
oi Coweta,is anotber. Gordon and Reilly,of Chat- 
ham, are clear-headed men, Captain Bill Ellis, 
of Fulton, is a mighty level-headed man, and so is 
Abbott. Richmond bas a good delegation. I con- 
sider Hawkes, of Sumter, a clear-headed legislator, 
so is McLendon, of Thomas. Hart, of Greene, is 
a clear-headed and cautious member. I could go 
on and mention a dozen others who deserve this 
high compliment,’’ 

‘How about Felton””’ 

‘Now, don’t you see the force of my nice defini- 
tion. Felton is not infallible. See how he missed 
it in advocating a reform prison for all female 
convicts, when that error of judgment was so 


plain that a wayfaring man could see it ata 
glance."’ 


The sub-committee of the senate on public 
buildings decided unanimously to report in favor 
of changing the building stone of the capitol from 
oolitic limestone to Georgia marble, or granite, 
The sub-committee is composed of Senator Ran- 
kin, Senator Thornton and Senator Tigner. Said 
Senator Rankin, in reply toa question: We have 
made a very thorough and tedious investigation 
and bave examined many witnesses, and have de- 
cided that Georgia marble, or granite, would be 
far superior to  oolitic limestone. We 
understand from the testimony that 
the oolitic limestone will absorb 
moisture, disintegrate and discolor. We have 
learned that the Cooper institute in New York is 
now on stilts and the lower stories are being tak- 
en outon account of the discoloration, disinte- 
grationand decay of oolitic limestone, Other 
buildings in which it is used are disappointed in 
it, On the other band we find that there is no 
section of the globe that can furnish building 
material superior to that in Georgia. So we con- 
cluded it would be unwise and unjust to the peo- 
ple of Georgia to pass over our own resources and 
tax the people to build up and enrich in- 
dustries outside of the state. The’ committee 
fs in favor of making the change, even though an 
increased expenditure should be necessary. 

The committee will make their reportand the 
house and senate will take such action as seems 
proper. 

Captain W. D. Ellis, of Fulton, made a 
very effective speech in the house the 
Other day ou the railroad commission 
bil.

The 
facts have all been presented The means for 
their verification are at the hands of yourselt and 
committee. and upon this I shalistandas at the 
end of acompleted duty, 

Cloring this letter, itis perhaps not outof place 
to remark, that Georgia is the only soutbern state 
thatbesthusfar been ableto retaia ownership 
and contic! of sny considerable portion of her 
railioads: and thoseroads which are usually re 
garded ss composing the Ceutral system, are the 
oniy Ones in whichthe people of the state have 
control orown apy considerable fnterest Yet, 
these attract the special wrath of Major Wallace 
it would seem that thi- ownership 
would bea matter of state pride—that ii this 
property owned by citizens of Georgia, has here- 
tofore been managed by men whose foresight and 
busines: capability hasenab’ed it to stand the 
sterms to which the railroads of otherstates have 
seucum bed and further than this, to extend iteelf 

.beyond our own borders, and tura the commerce 
ofother states through ours, we should have 
nothing butcommendation for it. Is not this 
the character of work and enterprise through 
which prosperity comes’ 

Of the money earned in the transportation bus- 
inets of these roads, should it not be a source of 
congratulation that the greater part of it is redis- 
tributed. here, besides the larze amounts 
from the earnings of the property it 
controls outside? It does seem reasonable 
that these considerations should appeal for a pol- 
icy towards this property, of moderation and 
saiely—eycn fora policy of liberality, and such 
liberality as to err, if err at all, on the side of con- 
tributing to its prosperity.

“They could be sssigned to each county, or 
to surrounding counties that might unite, or 
they could be divided out by congressional 
districts and worked for years on the roads.
